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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest the claimed attenuation element having a multimode fiber 
with an index gradient connected to a silica fiber section without a core, the attenuation 
element is physically connected and placed between two monomode fibers. Nor does 
the prior art teaches or suggests the attenuating element including a section of fiber with 
an index gradient being placed between the sections of silica fiber without a core. Nor 
does the prior art teaches or suggests the method of manufacturing an attenuation 
device including the steps of breaking the connected fiber ribbons at a location other 
than the connection point between them, and repeating the steps of connection and 
breaking so as to obtain a continuous fiber ribbon including two section of monomode 
fibers connected through the claimed attenuation device. 

The applied art (US 5,917,985) fails to teach or suggest the attenuation device 
placed between and physically connected to the two monomode fibers.
